Coincident with the news that Wil­ 
liam J. Burns 
and his assistants 
have practically completed 
their re­ 
port, the Senate Monday authorized a 
special committee on 
Soldier hospi­ 
talization to investigate “mismanage­ 
ment, waste and inefficiency” in 
the 
bureau and 
report 
within 
a 
week 
whether a Congressional 
investiga­ 
tion should be made. 
The resolution 
for the preliminary inquiry was 
in- 
iroduced by Senator David I. Walsh, 
Democrat, of Massachusetts, and was 
unopposed. 
Perry V ille Sales Attacked 
Some of the “irregularities” were 
outlined on the floor of the House, 
by Representative Larson, of Georgia, 
who described the 
sale of 
surplus 
property at Perryville in his speech.. 
“There was turned over to 
the 
United States Veterans' Bureau 
for 
distribution,” he said, “about $3,000,- 
000 worth of material, consisting of 
sheets, 
blankets, crockery, 
cutlery, 
and similar 
equipment. 
Bureau of 
ticials decided to sell it, although the 
>a!e was illegally arranged. 
“Brigadier General C. E. Sawyer 
heard of what was being done 
and 
went to 
Perryville 
to 
investigate. 
There he found a would-be purchaser 
busily engaged in loading 
some of 
the goods into trucks. 
“In 
throwing 
a 
bundle it 
was 
burst. 
General 
Sawyer examined 
it and found that the 
sheets were 
high-class and in every way suitable 
for use in hospitals. 
He 
further 
found that the purehsaer was paying 
about 20 cents apiece for the sheets. 
General Sawyer declared them to 
be 
worth $2 each. 
Sold At One-Fourth Value 
“He also 
found 
that 
blankets 
which had been sold for $1 
each 
were later sold in Boston for $4 
on 
the wholesale market. 
General Saw­ 
yer returned 
to

and 
brought the matter to the attention

the 
President.

Interest Revived By Crisis 
“Turning over, in the last few' days 
the promise I had made to add my 
own to the testimonies that here are 
to be spoken, I have been impres­ 
sively reminded of the greatly re­ 
vived interest in everything concern­ 
ing Lincoln, which has marked the 
past few' years, notably the last two. 
One cannot but have observed howr 
greatly the thoughts cf people have 
turned to this mao of vision, the 
great emancipator, who spoke with 
the voice of the common people for 
truth and for freedom. 
One cannot 
have failed to note that as the for­ 
tunes V)f mankind hava confronted 
tribulation and distress, the minds of 
men have turned to this son of the 
yearning, eager, earnest, simple peo­ 
ple, and have sought in the story of 
his life for guidance in the hour of 
humanity’s trial.” 


Germany’s Claims As To Illegality of 
French Action in Ruhr Would Then 
Be Stopped, is Claimed. 


BELGIANS OCCUPY TOWNS 


Paris, Feb. 13.—The latest meas­ 
ure taken by tin1 Allies in the Ruhr, 
the stoppage of shipments from the 
district 
to unoccupied 
Germany, is 
primarily intended to bring pressure 
on the heads 
of German 
industry 
who are 
regarded as dictating the 
German policy at present, is was ex­ 
plained 
Monday in French 
official 
circles. 
It is possible, nevertheless, 
it was said, that arrangements might 
be made individually by the^ manu­ 
facturers in the Ruhr to 
complete 
contracts for the delivery of goods 
abroad, in case they were 
willing to 
pay the 26 per cent export tax. 
Object Of Ruhr Harrier 


The 
barrier raised 
around 
the 
Ruhr has two objects, it was stated. 
One is to press German industry to 
the 
point w’here it 
will cease 
ob­ 
struction to 
the 
execution of 
the 
Treaty of Versailles. The other is to 
produce 
something on 
reparations 
accounts. 
Special licenses 
for im­ 
portation of manufactured goods for 
the district, therefore, are possible 
in case the Allies find these can be 
given without so relieving the 
pres­ 
sure as to 
make the 
economic in­ 
fluence of the measure ineffective. 


Washington, 
Feb. 
13.—An 
Ad­ 
ministration program providing for 
joint consideration of the shipping 
bill and of the British debt sett la­ 
ment rn ens tire was developed Monday 
in the Senate. 
The plan, which is understood to 
have received the approval of Presi­ 
dent 
Harding, 
was 
disclosed 
by 
Chairman J oijes of the Commerce 
Committee, who is in charge of the 
skipping bill, after he had failed in 
another attempt to limit debate on 
the measure 
through 
a unanimous 
consent agreement. 
It provides that 
the Senate shall adjourn from day to 
day, thereby 
providing a 
morning 
hour each day during which the debt 
hill shall be considered, after which 
the shipping bill is to come up. 
In 
making 
known 
the 
plan 
Senator 
Jones further informed the Senate 
that failing to obtain an agreement 
to vote on the shipping bill he would 
seek night sessions beginning Wed­ 
nesday. . 
To Begin Operations Today 
Definite arrangements to put the 
plan into effect w’ero deferred Mon­ 
day as Democratic Senators said they 
wished to cofnsult wdth Senator Reed 
of Missouri, a Democratic member 
of the Finance Committee, who re­ 
turned to the capital Monday after an 
absence of several weeks, before for­ 
mulating their views with respect to

proposal.

INTERESTS HUNTERS HERE 


Test Case Brought Before Justice In I

Center County. Sportsmen Believ­

Is the law right in demanding that ! 
finding of a wounded deer must be 
reported to a recognized official before } 
it is killed? This question, which often 
confronts hunters and sportsmen 
of 
G ettysburg and Adams county, 
was ! 
raised a t a prelim inary hearing on 
charges of killing a 
deer illegally I 
brought against two * Center county 
residents. 
Interest among deer hunters here 
and elsewhere 
in Pennsylvania 
has j 
been aroused by the hearing w h ic h ! 
wa* held before a local justice 
at I 
Bellefonte. 
A fter the 
taking 
of I 
teftim ony, the justice was obliged to 
continue the case, and will take fu r­ 
th er testimony Friday. 
Thomas Mosier, 
game 
protector, 
was 
obliged 
to bring 
suit 
against 
two Snow Shoe township 
hunters, 
for the killing of a deer out of sea­ 
son when it was found wounded and 
which they did not report until sev­ 
eral hours after it had been 
killed. 
The men were hunting foxes 
on 
December ?2, about tw enty minutes 
walk from Snow Shoe. 
When they 
discovered the deer John McCartney, 
known by his friends as a hunter 
who 
protects gam e 
rather 
than 
slaughtering it, said to his com pan­ 
ion, “ Shoot the deer, it is suffering." 
According to the hunters* story, the 
deer had 
been 
wounded 
to 
the 
death and they found it unable 
to 
move and faintly bleating; killed it 
because they believed it the humane 
way, and then went to hunt for a 
State Police to report it, letting the 
carcass lie. 
A lad heard the shot and saw the 
deer. 
He told his father, who 
in 
turn informed the 
State 
Police 
at 
Snow Shoe and they went to inves­ 
tigate and found the deer. 
Because 
the State Police 
were not 
found 
sooner, the hunters claim they were 
delayed in reporting.
